The Fronch Exposition of 1837,

Tor ldea of having a Grand Exhibition, at
whichi all the industries of all the nations of
the globe might be placed side by side and
compared, originated about the year 1830, In
conformity with the formation of this index
to the advancement of the ags, the first
World’s Fair was held in London in 1851. At
it all of the people of the Old World were
represented, and, to a limited extent, the
inventions of the New had a place. Qur Gov-
ernment ceglected to take any part in the
chome, and lett us elther without any proof
of our sclemce, or eclse compelled us to
rely on the enterprise of individuals. A
few leading citizens sustained the na-
tional honor, and ferwarded our Inven-
tions to the Exhibition, Of the result
of thia action, Gemeral BANKS said, with
truth, in his recent speech, that “every one
will agree with me In stating, so far as the
Government was then represented in tha
Exhibition ol 1851, it was not only a fallure,
but a diggraceful failure, and that it was only
the marvellous and unexpected skill and
power of our ¢itizens, our own unknown me-
chunlcs, that saved the United States from
utter disgrace.”

In 1862 the same idea agaln broaght forth

its fruit, and. the “World's Fair” in London
was the result. We were nok represented in
that vast palatinl assemblage of the products
ol the minds of the greatest of mankind, ‘T'he
terrible civil war which was then rending our
Innd oecupied all tho attention of the peopls,
and with the exception of a few individuals,
Amorica liad no place in that magnificent
collection. Again, in 1863, was held a similar
exhibition at Hamburg, but the same cause
whieh kept us from engaging in the London
Fair of the previous veur, acted ag a hindrance
to our representation at Hambarg.
3 And now we come to the fomrth and, prob-
ably, the grandest affsir of the kind of which
we cun form a conception. The Emperor eof
French being desirous of mot only rivalling,
but of surpassing Great Britain, issued, last
year, an iuvitatien to all the pations of the
earth to send their wveniions, tru'ts, plants,
and merchaudise to Paris, for in June, 1867,
he purposed havimg the grandest exhibitlon
of all the inventions and products of the
world which has ever been collected in one
spot. In order 10 prepare for this great
event, NAPOLEOXN has appropriated 20,000,000
francs ($4,000,000) to fit up & building worthy
of the magnitude of the emterprise, on the
Champ de Mars, The building is to cover
thirty-six acres, and is to be elliptical ia ferm.
A portion of the vast space is allofterl to each
nation, and iu due course of tims America has
received 30,000 feat, ot which 20,000 is for
passage-way s, and 10,000 jor the exhibitien,
By this allotment we come eighth in the
scale of nations, In accordance with the size
presented. It requizes bul & moment’s in-
gpection to seo the utter insignificance of the
gpace; but as Congress has passed a spocial
appropriation for the enlargement of the
room, we mey anticipate a full accommoda-
tion for all the varied articles which Yankeo
ingenuity will send forth for the examiaation
of the Old World.

Taking all together, the promises and pros-
pects of the great exhibition, we think we are
justified in predicting that it will be one of
the most maguificent cellections of the kind
hus ever been made, 1f we glance for
& moment at ome of the smbdivisions Iato
which the plan is separated, we can form an
estimate of the amount to be seen, and the
length of time required to ses it. The Arst
department will be devoted to works of art
It will be composed of all the maguificenst
relics of past ages, which have been fer centu-
ries the wonder and admiration of all cen-
nolseurs of art. RArma xL and AxaeLo will
be represented side by side with all the mora
modern of their brothers, The old baromial
castle will send fts cholce gewms, the [iallan
monasiery will contribute its invaluable posses-
g.ons, and tkere will ba collected in one small
space all ol the works the sight of which
generally takes hundreds of miles of travel,
thousands of dollars o! cost, and years of ex-
amination. The attraction thws aforded
cannot be adequately estimated. For, to
examine the galleries of painsings alone would
consume years, and draw to the great centr:
of Europran li(e the countless muliltude of
art pllgrims who \brong around all the lead-

ing products of the pencils of the ancient mas-
ters,

When we think that combined with this wil
be all the other departments, each equally
complete In its way, we are not sur.
prised when we hear of parties being a'ready
made up to leave our shores for the purpose
of attending this wonderful assemblage of all
the valuable and useful prodacts of the earth,

We b ve cause to congratulate our readers
that Congress has appropriated the sum of
$800,000 to cover the necessary expenses of
our people in forwarding goods and preparing
for thbeir reception. Yei this miserable pit-
tance was not granted without the exhibi-
tion of that buncombe which is disgraceful to
our legislators. A sturdy though insignif-
cant opposition was malntained, and a spirited
debate was the result. In order to show the

ideas hald by some of the duties of a sclontific
commisslon, ten of whom It has been decided
to send, In order that they may preparo &
work giving os the codified results of the ex-
position, wa will quete from the specch ol
Hon, E. B. WAsHBuRNE, of Illinols:—

“He (Mr. Wasusunsxg) would like to see his
distinguished rriond from Massnohusetts (Mr.
Baxks) appointed as a Commissioner, because,
with hls gieat in elligonoe, his gnavily of man-
ner, and his splendid dsoormng, he would do
the conniry indnite credit at uhe French Conrt,
If ho (Mr. "nnui would put on & swallow-tallod
cont, & white choker, and knee-bresches, he
would flourish in the sslooss of the Tullerivs
equal 1o any Frenohman In Parls. (Laughler,)
1t would be, he sald, & very grand and comforta-
ble thing fer the gentloman (Mr. Baxks) to bhe
there st the public exbivition. He could go
and take his breakfast ut the Trols Frores, or
&t Very's, in the Palais Rosale.  He coald dine
at the Maivon Dorce. on the Boulevards des
Italiens, aud he could wallz with ibe Ititls
misses in their tsens at the Jardin des Flears
oqual to the hest of them. Taen he could 2o to
the Cafe Anglaise and gel a pelid souper,
(Langhter. )"

The laborious duties thus depleted wera
modifled by Mr. HExey J. RAvysoxp in his
reply i—

“I trust that be (Mr. Wasnsnuvryg) will go back
to Paris and present himsell ns the gréatsst
exciaplarand model that the American RHepablic
for saventy-ive years has produced. I venture
to say that 1 ke will go there arraced in the
iuli punoply of kis eloguonce, and winding the
Amenican fing around hym, will there make <uch
& speech as be mado to us to-day, hid sccompliah-
meuts witl astonish Europe as Enrope has nevor
boen sstonithed bLolere. | do not know tout it
s falr to wsk him to volunteer, bot in that pa=
ionlar line we will find no scientinle commis
sioner who can do so mach justiee L b avident
cancantion of the amtie= 0l such commi4zioner nq
hinswll, (Laughter.)”

The eloquent speech of General Baxka,
however, secured the passage of the needsd
appropriation, and as an evidence of the good
results likely to flow from our being wall

represented, wo quote a passag: from Mr,
Baxys' address:—

“In the way of pence, and for the purpose of
averting war, there 18 and there oan be no aot of
the Amerioan Government so impo r.ant as this,
I ean scarerly doubt that the Emperor of France
desires war with this coun'ry. One who sits
upen a bayonet has a sharp seat and cannot rost
quiel leng, But Narorxox wnd the ethor rujers
ol Kurope muss satisiy the people of thelr re.
spective Governments thwt they have an easy
tusk and & sure end, While he has the power
1o representl Amerion a8 be rhooses, and Francee
us he coooses, the peaple bave no mediom of
instruciion except through his ropresentations.
Bt in this mdostrial theatre of owtions, the
vouce of rulers will net be more potental thun
that of the people. The thin and deceptive vell
of diplomacy whn-_h has been hanging betwenn
Governments and the people for conturies, and
whioh is respounsible for the injustice ot nations,
will be llited, and the people of Europe will un:
derstand tre people of America,

“(Jod, in His previdence, in this, the greatest
of all providences, now gvee tu the democracr
of America an opportunity to spesk facy to oo
with the democtacy of Europe, Tha products
of industry constitute the language of labor;
it in 8 uriversal tongue; avery man will eompre-
hcnd §t, And when they shall have seesn for
tnemselves the resulie of our war and capacity
in peace, they will mage known to the rulers of
the Hurepean world that the people of this
country are to be preferred as frlends rather
than as enemies. Thus, in the mars ma ter of
pence and war, in preserving enr relations with
the Governmenta of other nations upon a proper
Pasly, and in the means ot defendiae our rights,
A jnst representation is thie beat possible appeal
we can ranke,"

A Needed Asylum.

IT ig o common observation that within tha
last tour or five years intemperance has in-
crensed in this country beyond precedant,
Temperance societies have, no doubt, done
much good in preventing many from using
alcobolie liquors at all, and in reclaiming
others who might otherwise have proceeded
to Incurable excess. But there is a class ol
persons whose cases are beyond the reach of
voluntary pledges of abstinence. Therels a
certain point at which intemperance becomes
a fmania. The victim loses self-control, and
is really irresponsible. The passicn for drink
has, then, beecome a disease which must be
medically treated, just as we deal with ordi-
nary Insanity., The patient requires to be
put under restraint ; subjected to physical and
wmoral diselpline ; and cannot be trusted with
his personal liberty until by means of absti-
nence and & curative regimen he kas reco-
vered that sound, healthiul tone of body and
mind which either corrects a morbid appetite
or enables him to resist it by the strength o'
his will, :

This i8 no new theory. It has leng been
peserted and explained in the writings of
many eminent physiclans, andit is a gratiiying
fact that soclety bas begun to recognize this
doctrine ol physiology in the shape of reform-
atory Institutions for the reclamation of the
drunkard. How far such means are adapted
to efict tho end is yet to be proved. Asctual
experiment does not inform us whether sny
system of restraint and sanative minlstration
can perfuctly or permanently cure the crav-
ings of the confirmed inebriate, and restore
his seli-command. But there is good reason
to hope that results will justify, ln some cén-
siderable measure at least, experimental
movements In this direction. The wonderiul
progress thas has been made in the manage-
ment of mental inganity since the first rude
attempt, encourages the bellef that banavolont
zeal in behalf of & kindred disorder may, by
feeling its way gradually, with the lighc of
seience and observation, accomplish much
more tham we now suppese to be practi-
cable,

But should it be found that intemperance,
treated in this way, canmot be effectunlly
cured; If protracted and Intelligant experi-
ment with every varlety of ease should show
that the taste for intoxieating drink cannot
be overcome radically snd flually by any such
methods a8 these contemplated in the founda-
tion of asylums for the cure of dipsomania,
yot it 1s of lmportanes, both to the drunkard
and to society, that he should be saved from
and in spite of himself, even if it should be
pecessary to shut him up from temptation,
and cut him off completely by prison walls
from the infernal polsons that must otherwise
destroy his life and his soul. Liberty to a msn
who is nota fres moral agent, who cannot
resist & habit or a taste that renders hima
ourse to himself, a terror to his family, and a
nulsance to the public, s a right that is vir-
tually forfeited and ought to be taken away

by the law. It is better that such a person,
Jsbould drag out his days in confinoment under
kindly supervision, and in comparative bod

comfort and health,than be allowed to go
reeling about the world in beastly drunken-
ness, disgracing himself, distressing bis triends,
and shocking the sensibilities of everybody.

No better expedient for the corraction of
the evil of which we spsak ceuld be dovised
than a howse of industry where all the proper
restraints could be enforend, the necded mofal
and physical influences be brought to bear
upon each patient, and the labor of s hands
be applied to defraying the expenses of the
institution.. This would accomplish at once
three very impottant pbjects, to wit—it would
relieve society from a nuisance, subject a per-
gon who cannot control himarlf to wholesoms
reformatory government, and relieve the pub-
lic from one princlpal source of the heavy
charges now imposed on it for the support in
nlmshouses, prisons, and hospitals of the
thousands of individuals whom habits of in-
temperenee have either immedintely or in
some indirest manner thrown Into such
places. The matter is now attracting the
earnest attention of eminent professional men
and philantbropisis in Earope, and ls also
enlisting much sympathy in this country.
The Asylum for Inebriates at Binghamton,
New York—one of the most magnificont
institutions of its kind in the world—containg
several thousand patients, and yet has more
applications for admission than it can accom-
modate. Philadelphia has won an onviable
reputation for many valuable measares ol
improvement with regard to prison discipline
and ofher charltable objects. Tt ought not,
theretore, to be behind other cltios in making
suitable provision for the reformatioa of a
class of unfortunates and an evil which rlse,
in their claim upon charltable sympathy and
logislative concern, far above most other mat-
ters which have already received the care of
statesmen and the bounty of private benevo-
lence,

TaE DISFRANCHISEMENT OF DESERTERS,
—'1he action ot the Democratic members of
our State Legislature on the bill to disfran-
chise all persons who, during the war, bad
failed to revort for duty at the notifled time,
has placed the whele Demecratic party In an
awkward position. When the Inw came before
the Senate lor adoption, the entire portion of
that body who hold opposition sentiments, not
content with singly recording their votes
against this most just enactment, conferred
together and entered a protest on the journal
in wupposition to the action of the majority.
The singular interest taken in the fate of the
bill by the Democratic members makes it
evident thac it wonld be to the advantage of
that party should its defeat be secured. Con-
sequently it is evident that the votes of these
disiranchised men are confidently counted
upon as part of the support of the party which
befriended (hem. ‘The position in which
it is thus placed is such as would drive every
true-hearted soldier from its ranks, had they
not left it before. Those men who have fought
bravely for years to secure the triumph of the
Union are asked to vote side by side with the
skulkers and cowards who, fearing to face the
enemy, fled to hide with women, or seek
safety in Canada. What soldier would be
willing to fight in a civie battle on the same
side as those whe feared to fight with him on
the fleld of martial strife ?

The principle is tbus virtually declared by
the Democracy, that they hold deserters and
relugees are entitled to the same privileges as
those who have served with faithful zeal in
the service ef their country. It only re-
quired such an addition to the platform to
drive every soldier and every soldier’s iriend
away from the party which seeks to shield in
its bosom cowards, deserters, and bounty-
jumpers,

Drati or AN EmiNexT CIiTizEN.~-We
have to add another mortuary notice to the
long list of our city for the past few weesks,
Mr. Remse D, FavL, long and favorably
known In our business circles, died at his
residence last evening after a brief but paln-
ful illpess. His malady was the prevalent
one, pneumaenia. Mr, FELL was best known
as a stock and bill breker, and was long
engaged in that business in Philadelphia. He
was noted for his uprightness, tact,
and enterprise, Few men were more widely
known in Philadelphia, and in his death the
community loses one of its best citizens, and
& man who took a deep interest in everything
pertaining to the interests of the city, Mr,
Fery died in the sixty-third year ol his age,
and leaves a large family to mourn his
Inas,
